SOCIAL PROBLEMS. 

The adoption of the report of the Committee 
appointed to co-operate with a committee ap- 
pointed by the General Assembly the 
Presbyterian Church in Ireland was moved by 
the Bishop of Derry, who said that the ob- 
ject of the Committee was to deal with 
social problems, such as gambling, housing of 
the poor, child welfare, etc., in connection 
with which they could co-operate without 
question as to doctrine. He hoped that good 
might be done through co-operation with 
their Roman Catholic brethren in the Free 
State. It was well that the Christian con- 
science should be able to speak with one 
voice upon these matters. 

The Dean of Christ Church Cathedral, 
in seconding the motion, said that 
the United Council of Christian Churches 
in Treland had been formed six 
months before, and had fully justified its 
existence. He. referred to the bill-passed in 
the Northern Parliament to amend the 
criminal Jaw, and said that there was a move- 
ment in Dublin. to push a measure with the 
same object in the Free State. 

The motion was passed. 

UNREVISED PSALTER 

Canon Wilson moved that the Synod re- 
solves that tWM use of the unrevised Psalter 
of the Book of Common Prayer be permitted. 

The Dean of Armagh seconded, and the 
motion was passed. 

ILLICIT DISTILLATION. 

A notice stood on the paper in the name of 
the Rev. M. B. Hogg, to move, “That, in the 
opinion of this. Syngd, the time has come to 
urge on the Government of Northern Ireland 
and of the Free State the immediate necessity 
of suppressing the growthg and dangerous 
practice of illicit distillation, so harmful to 
the health and morals of our people.” 

The Archbishop of Dublin, who presided, 
in the temporary absence of the President, 
ruled the motion out of order, on the grounds 
that it was merely an expression of opinion. 
He suggested that Mr. Hogg ‘should draw 
up á resolution and move it when the report 
of the Temperance Society was under discus- 
sion. 

TEMPERANCE AND HYGIENE. 

The Rev. M. B. Hogg moved that the 
Synod should earnestly urge on the respective 
Ministries of Education in Northern and 
Southern Ireland the deep importance of re- 
gular and systematic instruction in temperance 
and hygiene in their elementary and secon- 
dary schools as a safeguard against the evils 
of intemperance and immorality. He spoke of 
the praiseworthy work of the Temperante 
Education Board for Ireland, not oúly in the 
North, but in the Free State. He did not 
think there would be any difficulty in having 
systematic instruction ‘in temperance and 
hygiene provided for by the Northern Parlia- 
ment, bat he thought the resolution was a 
timely one because it urged the importance of 
this question not only upon the Government 
of Northern Ireland, be gu upon the Go- 
t of the Free State.

COURT OF THE GENERAL SYNOD.

The bill laid down that the Court should 
consist of the members of the House of 
ishops, as cclesiastical judges, and ten lay- 
men, duly qualified and elected by the Stand- 
ing Committee of the Synod, as lay judges. 
Mr. Justice Samuels said that a clause pro- 
vided for the hearing of appeals by a smaller 
Court than at present necessary. A new pro- 
vision provided that where the appeal was 
under the Union of Parishes Act, 
Court might be constituted of two ecclesiasti- 
cal judges and three laymen, one of whom 


might be assessors elected by the Standing 
Committee of the General Synod, subject to 
certain provisions. 

The second reading was passed, and, certain 
amendments having been made,on the Com- 
mittee stage, the third reading was fixed fox

DIGNITIES. 

A bill to provide for the re-arrangement of 
dignities and the regulation of cathedral 
churches in the United Dioceses ‘of Kilmore, 
Elphin, and Ardagh was withdrawn, on the 
ruliak that such a bill was not in order. It 
had not the approval of the Diocesan Synod, 
and notice had not been given by the pro- 
moters of the bill that special leave would 
be asked that it might be proceeded with. 

The Archbishop of Dublin moved the second 
reading of a bill to unite the deanery of the 
cathedral church of St. Brigid, Kildare, with 
the incumbency of the existing parish of Kil- 
dare and Lackagh, in order to provide an 
adequate stipend for the dean for the time 
being of Kildare Cathedral and for the in- 
cumbent for the time being of the existing 
union of Kildare and Lackagh. 

The second reading was agreed to. 

The bill passed through the Committee 
stage, and the third reading was fixed for 
to-morrow. 

the Archbishop of Dublin moved the 
second reading of a bill to amend Chapter 
VIII. of the Statutes of the General Synod, 
1878,. as to the regulation of the cathedral 
church of St. Brigid of Kildare. 

The purpose of the bill, as explained by the 
Archbishop, was to reduce the present num- 
ber of dignities in the Diocese of Kildare to 
six—the Dean, the Precentor, the Chancellor, 
the Treasurer, the Archdeacon of Kildare, and 
the First Canon. 

The bill was read a second time and passed 
the Committee stage. The third reading was 
fixed for to-morrow. 

The Bishop of Limerick proposed the second

The motion -was defeated. 

RESIGNED CLERGY IN THE SYNOD. 

The Rev. H. 8. Verschoyle moved the 
second reading of a bill to provide that Arch- 
bishops and Bishops who had resigned should 
have the right to sit in the General Synod 
and take part in its debates, but not to 
vote. 

The motion was defeated. 

SEATS IN CHURCHES. 

The Dean of Derry moved the second read- 
ing of a bill to amend the Constitution of 
the Church of Ireland, Chapter IX., Canon 43, 
the object being to enable Select Vestries to 
keep all the seats in their churches un- 
allocated, if so desired.

Education Society stood for a great ideal. 
upheld the Bible and was founded on God's 
Word. Its chief object was to make young 
eople true and faithful followers of Christ.

£478 12s. 10d. Forty-five schools, with 581 on 
the rools, were assisted.

The reduction of the Protestant community

HOW TO SECURE PRODUCE TRADE.— 
In a letter read at a meeting of the Newry 
Chamber of Commerce, Mr. David Ferris 
stated that he thought that they should try 
to impress upon the farming community the 
desirability of endeavouring to obtain a share 
of the business in English markets. They 
must, however, get away from the methods 
and conditions that prevailed to-day in this 
country. They could not send small eggs, 
stale eggs, poor butter, and ungraded bacon 
to England to-day and expect to get a good 
market for their produce. He thought that 
this was their mission in the Newry district. 
They should see that the goods from that 
area compared favourably—and, as a matier 
of fact, should top the market—in quality 
and packing and in every other way. It was 
resolved to ask Mr. Ferris to address a general 
meeting of the Chamber on the subject. 

FEWER WOMEN UNEMPLOYED.—At 
the monthly meeting of the Women’s Sub- 
Committee of the Belfast Local Employment 
Committee, the Secretary submitted a report 
showing that the number of women on the 
unemployment register on May 7 was 8,279, 
a nett decrease of 1,737; and the number of 
women on short time was 1,722, a decrease of 
391. The principal reason for the decreases 
shown was that a large number of textile 
workers had found employment. The question 
of supplying women for domestic service 
vacancies was discussed, and a sub-committee 
was appointed to interview those who had 
expressed their willingness to take up domestic 
work. 

BANGOR BAND PROMENADES.—Ban- 
gor Council has confirmed the arrangements 
provisionally made by the Town Clerk for the 
holding of band promenades in the Ward Park 
during the summer, commencing on the first 
Wednesday in June.

ECCLESIASTICAL ART, 


MR. DERMOD O’BRIEN ON 
CLERGY’S NEED. 

At a meeting of. the Church of Ireland 
Guild, at 11 Molesworth street, Dublin, yes- 
terday, Canon Willes, Dunboyne Rectory, who 
presided, said their work was a quiet and 
insistent endeavour to revive the ancient spirit 
of the Church which had been slumbering for 
centuries. 

In the course of an address on Ecclesiastical 
Art, Mr. Dermod O'Brien, P.R.H.A., said 
that the clergy badly needed education in 
matters pertaining to art, and he considered 
it. very unfair to Divinity students that no 
provision was made for them in this regard. 
There was no art class in the Divinity School 
of T.C.D. Artistic development amongst the 
clergy seemed to end with a nodding acquaint- 
ance with music on the part of a few. 

Mr. O’Brien warned against what he termed 
the snare of Celtic designs. Those who were 
perpetnally looking for guidance and inspira- 
tion in the Book of Kells forgot that one 
could not put back the trend of a nation’s 
thought. There was no continuity in the Celtic 
designs of the old manuscripts. and the type 
of culture which produced them had long 
since become extinct. However. what was 
most necessary for the guidance of the clergy 
to-day, was an authoritative body to which 
they could refer for advice, and which would 
have power to prevent churches being spoiled

The Government pleaded that extraordinary measures were needed in the present 
circumstances, when there were two thousand persons in Dublin who had evaded

PAYMENT OF MEMBERS. 
PROPOSED REDUCTIONS FOR 
NON-ATTENDANCE, 


The Committee stage of the Oireachtas 
(Payment of Members) Bill, 1923, was then 
taken up. 

Mr. Wilson moved an amendment to add 
after the word “ month ” in Sub-Section 1 of 
Section 2 the following words: “‘ payable at 
the expiration of every calendar month to each 
member who during that period has either 
attended the Oireachtas on at least coe half 
of the occasions at which the House to which 
he belongs has held a sitting, or has for good 
cause been excused from attending on one-half 
of such occasiéns in such manner as may be 
prescribed by Standing ers.” 

The object of the amendment, Mr. Wilson 
said, was to ensure that no payment should 
be made to deputies who by reason of unsatis- 
factory attendance at sessions of the 
Oireachtas actually incurred little or no ex- 

enee. 

: He instanced the, case of the Canadian 
Legislative, where, he said, no member was 
aid unless he attended the sittings of the 
ouse to which he belonged; the point being 
that if he did not attend no expenses were 
incurred by him. If his amgndment were 
accepted they would have done what was 
just and fair. i 

Mr. O'Higgins, Minister for Home Affairs, 
said that it was undesirable to introduce even 
the suggestion of compulsion in a matter of 
that kind, beyond the compulsion that the 
heads of responsible parties would bring 
to bear on the members of their 
parties, They probably all approved the 
sentiments that Deputy Wilson had expressed 
and the object he aimed at; but most of them 
would probably take the view that it was a 
matter that should be left to Party Whips, 
and incidentally to a deputy’s’ constituents. 

AN AVERAGE FIGURE. 

Mr. Cosgrave said that it was obvious that 
in fixing the payment at £30 a month the 
Committee had taken an average figure for 
an average attendance. That the payment 
to a bienie sóá should be measured by his actual 
attendance might seem just, but in practice 
it would not work out satisfactorily. 

As an illustration, Mr. Cosgrave took the 
case of a deputy who might be sent into 
the country by his party for purposes of in- 
vestigation. His mission might occupy 4 
month or two, and in that case the arrange- 
ment could scarcely prove a satisfactory one, 

Mr; Thomas Johnson said that some scheme 
of recall should be devised for members whose 
attendances were not satisfactory, so that 
constituencies would have some opportunity 
of dealing with such cases. If the bill became 
law without some amendment in the direction 
aimed at by Deputy Wilson they might, as 
the latter had suggested, have’ members at- 
tending to take their seats and then going 
away shooting, horse racing, and hunting for 
the rest of the time. He thought that there 
should be some way of ensuring a members’ 
attendance. 

Mr. Wilson said that he was satisfied with 
having fixed the public gaze 6n the fact that 
there were some delinquents. With the leave 
of the House he withdrew his i 

it wae greed that Section 2 stand part of 
the bill. 

Mr. W. O’Brien moved an amendment to 
Section 35, with a view to limiting the special 
travelling expenses allowed to members of the 
Oiseadháas as “ until the 30th day of June, 
1923.”’ 

Mr. Cosgrave said that the Government felt 
that this section was called for, as many 0 
the members’ houses had been maliciously de- 
stroyed. Members of the Senate had been the 
greatest sufferers, but none of them had asked 
for this section. It had been thought reason- 
able to allow travelling expenses to those who 
had te live elsewhere than in their houses in 
Ireland because their houses had been de- 
stroyed. It was not possible that these houses 
could be reconstructed within the next twelve 
months or even within two years. 

The amendment was withdrawn, and Sec- 
tions ó and 4 were passed. 


INVOLUNTARY AND INNOCENT. 


Mr. Johnson moved amendments to Section 
5, which provides that if a member of the 
Oireachtas be prevented by illness or other 
cause which, in the opinion of the Minister 
of Finance, was “ involuntary and innocent,” 
from taking the oath on the first day on which 
the House sat, and who took the oath after 
such illness, etc., should be deemed to have 
taken the oath on the first day on which the 
House sat after the member had been elected. 

Mr. Johnson proposed that the words, 
‘“‘ reasonable and sufficient ” be substituted for 
‘‘involuntary and innocent,” and also that 
“The Minister of Finance ” be deleted and 
the words, “the Ceann Comhairle of Dail 
Eireann or the Cathaoirleach of , Senead 
Eireann (as the case may require),” be sub- 
stituted therefor. As it stood, he said, the 
section would put an authority in the hands 
of the Minister of Finance over the heads of 
members of the House, and that was not de- 
sirable. The term, “ involuntary and inno- 
cent,” was not satisfactory, and suggested 
that the Minister should be a judge of 
morality. ' 

Mr. Cosgrave said that a member of the 
House confined in a place like Mountjoy Jail 
could probably show that he had “sufficient”’ 
cause for absence, but might not be able to 
show that his absence was from an “ involun- 
tary and innocent ” cause. 

Mr. FitzGibbon agreed with Deputy John- 
son’s amendment, in so far as the deletion of 
the words, “the Minister of Finance,” were 
concerned. The matter should be in the hands 
of an officer of the House. He thought that 
the members would always elect a Speaker in 
whom all parties would have complete con- 
fidence. 

Mr. Cosgrave said that if there was any 
dissatisfaction with the decision of the 
Minister of Finance in these matters an op- 
portunity would afterwards be afforded of ap- 
pealing to the Speaker or the Chairman of 
the Senate. á 

The amendment was withdrawn, the 
Minister of Finance undertaking to re-word 
the clause. 

The Committee stage of the bill was passed, 
and it was agreed to take the Report stage 


on Wednesday next.

HOW TO SECURE PRODUCE TRADE.— 
In a letter read at a meeting of the Newry 
Chamber of Commerce, Mr. David Ferris 
stated that he thought that they should try 
to impress upon the farming community the 
desirability of endeavouring to obtain a share 
of the business in English markets. They 
must, however, get ‘away from the methods 
and conditions that prevailed to-day in this 
country. They could not send small eggs, 
stale eggs, poor butter, and ungraded bacon 
to England to-day and expect to get a good 
market for their produce. He thought that 
this was their mission in the Newry district. 
They should see that the goods from that 
area compared favourably—and, as a matter 
of fact, should top the market—in quality 
and packing and in every other way. It was 
resolved to ask Mr. Ferris to address a general 
meeting of the Chamber on the subject. 

FEWER WOMEN UNEMPLOYED.—At 
the monthly meeting of the Women’s Sub- 
Committee of the Belfast Local Employment 
Committee, the Secretary submitted a report 
showing that the number of women on the 
unemployment register on May 7 was 8,279, 
a nett decrease of 1,737; and the number of 
women on short time was 1,722, a decrease of 
591. The principal reason for the decrehses 
shown was that a large number of textile 
workers had found employment. The question 
of supplying women for domestic service 
vacancies was discussed, and a sub-committee 
was appointed to interview those who had 
expressed their willingness to take up domestic 
work. 

BANGOR BAND PROMENADES.—Ban- 
gor Council has confirmed the arrangements 
provisionally made by the Town Clerk for the 
holding of band promenades in the Ward Park 
during the summer, commencing on the first 
Wednesday in June.

MR. DERMOD O’BRIEN ON 
CLERGY’S NEED. 

At a meeting of the Church of Ireland 
Guild, at 11 Molesworth street, Dublin, yes- 
terday, Canon Willes, Dunboyne Rectory, who 
presided, said their work was a quiet and 
insistent endeavour to revive the ancient spirit 
of the Church which had been slumbering for 
centuries. 

In the course of an address on Ecclesiastical 
Art, Mr. Dermod O’Brien, P.R.H.A., said 
that the clergy badly needed education in 
matters pertaining to art, and he considered 
it verv unfair to Divinity students that no 
provision was made for them in this regard. 
There was no art class in the Divinity School 
of T.C.D. Artistic development amongst the 
clergy seemed to end with a nodding acquaint- 
ance with music on the part of a few. 

Mr. O’Brien warned against what he termed 
the snare of Celtic designs. Those who were 
perpetually looking for guidance and inspira- 
tion in the Book of Kells forgot that one 
could not put back the trend of a nation’s 
thought. There was no continuity in the Celtic 
designs of the old manuscripts. and the type 
of culture which produced them had long 
since become extinct. However, what was 
most necessary for the guidance of the clergy 
to-day. was an authoritative body to which 
they could refer for advice, and which would 
have power to prevent churches being spoiled 
by inartistic work.

were sharply criticised. 


The Government pleaded that extraordinary measures were needed in the present 
circumstances, when there were two thousand persons in Dublin who had evaded 


the payment of income tax.

PAYMENT OF MEMBERS. 


PROPOSED REDUCTIONS FOR ' 
NON- ATTENDANCE. 


The Committee stage of the Oireachtas 
(Payment of Members) Bill, 1923, was then 
taken up. 

Mr. Wilson moved an amendment to add 
after the word “ month ” in Sub-Section 1 of 
Section 2 the following words: “ payable at 
the expiration of every calendar month to each 
member who during that period has either 
attended the Oireachtas on at least cove half 
of the occasions at which the House to which 
he belongs has held a sitting, or has for good 
cause been excused from attending on one-half 
of such occasiéns in h manirer as may be 
prescribed by Standing ers.” 

The object of the amendment, Mr. Wilson 
said, was to ensure that no payment should 


be made to deputies who by reason of unsatis- | 


factory attendance at. sessions of the 
Oireachtas actually incurred little or no ex- 
pense.

Legislative, where, hé said, no member was 
paid unless he attended the sittings of the 
House to which he belonged; the point being 
that if he did not attend no expenses were 
incurred by him. If his amendment were 
accepted they would have done what was 
just and fair. : " 

Mr. O'Hiegins, Minister for Home Affairs, 
said that it was undesirable to introduce even 
the suggestion of compulsion in a matter of 
that kind, beyond the compulsion that the 
heads of responsible parties would bring 
to bear on the members of their 
parties, They probably all approved the 
sentiments that Deputy Wilson had expressed 
and the object he aimed at; but most of them 
would probably take the view that it was a 
matter that should be left to Party Whips, 
and incidentally to-a deputy’s constituents. 

AN AVERAGE FIGURE. 

Mr. Cosgrave said that it was obvious that 
in fixing the payment at £30 a month the 
Committee had taken an average figure for 
an average attendance. That the payment 
to a nar cóá should be measured by his actual 
attendance might seem just, but in practice 
it would not work out satisfactarily. 

As an illustration, Mr. Cosgrave took the 
case of a deputy who might be sent into 
the country by his party for mg of in- 
vestigation. His mission might occupy 4 
month or two, and in that case the arrange- 
merit could scarcely prove a satisfactory one, 

Mr. Thomas Johnson said that some scheme 
of recall should be devised for members whose 
attendances were not satisfactory, so that 
constituencies would have some opportunity 
of dealing with such cases. If the bill became 
law without some amendment in the direction 
aimed at by Deputy Wilson they might, as 
the latter had suggested, have’ members at- 
tending to take their seats and then going 
away shooting, horse racing, and hunting for 
the rest of the time. He thought that there 
should be some way of ensuring a members’ 
attendance. ' 

Mr. Wilson said that he was satisfied with 
having fixed the public gaze 6n the fact that 
there were some delinquents, With the leave 
of the Hoyse he withdrew his amen : 

It wasagreed that Section 2 stand part of 
the bill. 

Mr. W. O’Brien moved an amendment to 
Section 3, with a view to limiting the special 
travelling expenses allowed to members of the 
Oireachtas as “ until the 30th day of June, 


Mr. Cosgrave said that the Government felt 
that this section was called for, as many of 
the members’ houses had been maliciously de- 
stroyed. Members of the Senate had been the 
greatest sufferers, but none of them had asked 
for this section. It had been thought reason- 
able to allow travelling expenses to those who 
had te live elsewhere than in their houses in 
Ireland because their houses had been de- 
stroyed. It was not possible that these houses 
could be reconstructed within the next twelve 
months or even within two years. 

The amendment was withdrawn, and Sec- 
tions 5 and 4 were passed. 


INVOLUNTARY AND INNOCENT. 


Mr. Johnson moved amendments to Section 
5, which provides that if a member of the 
Oireachtas be prevented by illness or other 
cause which, in the opinion of the Minister 
of Finance, was “ involuntary and innocent,” 
from taking the oath on the first day on which 
the House sat, and who took the oath after 
such illness, etc., should be deemed to have 
taken the oath on the first day on which the 
House sat after the member had been elected. 

Mr. Johnson proposed that the. words, 
‘reasonable and sufficient ” be substituted for 
‘involuntary ahd innocent,” and also that 
“The Minister of Finance ” be deleted and 
the words, “the Ceann Comhairle of Dail 
Eireann or the Cathaoirleach of , Senead 
Eireann (as the case may reguire),” be ‘sub- 
stituted” therefor. As‘ it stood, he said, the 
section would put an authority in the hands 
of the Minister of Finance over the heads of 
members of the House, and that was not de- 
sirable. The term, “ involuntary and inno- 
cent,” was not satisfactory, and suggested 
that the Minister should be a judge of 
morality. meat 

Mr. Cosgrave said that a member of the 
House confined in a place like Mountjoy Jail 
could probably show that, he had “‘sufficient”’ 
cause for absence, but might not be able to 
show that his absence was from an “ involun- 
tary and innocent ” cause. 

Mr. FitzGibbon agreed with Deputy John- 
son’s amendment, in se far as the deletion of 
the words, “the Minister of Finance,” were 
concerned. The matter should be in the hands 
of an officer of the House. He thought that 
the members would always elect a Speaker in 
whom all parties would have complete con- 
fidence. 

Mr. Cosgrave said that if there was eny 
dissatisfaction with the decision of the 
Minister of Finance in these matters an op- 
portunity would afterwards be afforded of ap- 
pealing to the Speaker or the Chairman of 
the Senate. ; 

The amendment was withdrawn, the 
Minister of Finance undertaking to re-word 
the clause. 

The Committee stage of the bill was passed, 
and it was agreed to take the Report stage 
on Wednesday next. 

FINANCE BILL. 
THE SHERIFF’S POWERS. 

The debate on the Committee stage of 
Finance: Bill was resumed. 

Mr. Johnson moved an amendment to the 
effect that thé sheriff be not at liberty to re 
move the goods and chattels seized for in- 
come tax beyond the “limits of the jurisdic- 
tion.” . 

Mr. O'Higgins, Minister íor Home Affairs, 
said that, the Executive meant to see that the 
necessity for the payment of income tax was 
made abundantly clear. It was an indication 
of the slave mind that persons who paid taxes 
under the British Government should now 
try to evade payment to their own Govern- 
ment. That class of people had more respect 
for the strong hand of the foreigner than 
they had for that of their own Government. 
Taxation must be paid, and deputies must 
not put forward the view that debt to the 
Statev was no more than one’s debt to his 
grocer or his tailor. 

Mr. Johnson repudiated the suggestion that 
he had any sympathy with defaulters. What | 
be wanted to guard against was the gather- 
ing into their hands by the Executive of 
powers which they might use tyrannically 
to deprive citizens of their liberty.

This building was designed by Mr. J. A. 
C. Ruthven, architect and engineer, who is 
retiring from the service of Messrs. Eason at 
the end of this month, after a service of about 
forty years. 

THE BUILDING. 

The building is ‘‘L’’ shaped, with a front- 
age to Abbey street of 80ft. and 43ft. 6in. 
to Sackville street, and rising to a height of 
76 feet from the street level, with a basement 
of 10 feet. There are seven floors above tire 
basement, and the entire block, including the 
roof, 1s constructed of reinforced concrete on 
the Hennebique system. No wood has been em- 
ployed in the construction. 

The Abbey. street frontage is of Irish 
granite from Ballyknocken Quarries, and the 
Sackville street front is faced with Irish lime- 
stone and the lower section with polished 
Aberdeen red granite. A rather unique feature 
of the frontages is that they are fastened to 
the concrete ‘without any iron ties owing to 
the special construction of the main pillars. 

Over the whole block there is a floor space 
ot about an acre and a half, and the cubic 
capacity of the building is about 750,000 feet. 
An essential for the modern commercial house 
is the strongroom, and of these there are no 
fewer than four, each with Chatswood doors, 
one in the basement and three above. it on the 
first, second, and third floors. 

THE CONTRACTORS, 

Easy access is provided to all paris of the 
building by ‘means of two electric passenger 
lifts, and a third is used exclusively for goods. ' 
The lifts were installed by Messrs, Gimson 
and Co., Leicester. 

The excellent lighting if noticeable feature 
of the building, and many happy devices have 
been employed by the architect, incla ling 
mirror reflectors to avoid the use of artificial 
light in day time. Under the supervision of 
Mr. Arthur Porte, M.I.C-E.L, the electric light 
was installed by Messrs. Cummins, Marl.

CONCRETE IN THE LIGHTING SCHEME.

A Romance of Science. 


There was a time when some prophetic 
bard could have written the romance of 
electricity ; but his imagination would have 
failed to compass -the wonders that haye 
occurred since the mysterious force that 
Benjamin Franklin discovered has been 
harnessed to civilisation’s chariot-wheel. 
Now to write the story of electricity is 
almost to write history itself, so integral 
a part of all life has the magic fluid 
become. The romance, however, is still 
there. One does not look for romance in 
blue-books, and the “ Electrician's Annual 
Tables of Electricity ” for 1923 is a very 
blue book, iull of dry facts and figures, 
Yet is there nothing romantic in the fact 
that .ae city of Chanchug, in Manchuria, 
has 3,500 consumers of electric light? We 
of the Irish Free State know nothing of 
the good people of Chanchug, Manchuria ; 
but there is between us the common and 
very material bond of volts, ampéres and 
kilowats. When the Chanchug citizen 
goes to bed he twists the self-same button 
that we twist; a bulb of the same type 
and voltage casts its mellow light upon 
the portraits of his ancestors, and at the 
end of the month the company sends him 
fhe same huge bill” Go to Palma de Mal-

tion. tle was aware th: at a certain amount 
of irritation had been caused by the delay, 
but unfortunately it was unavoidable, 

CONTRACTS FOR SERGE. 

Professor Whelehan (for the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce), answering a ques- 
tion by Alderman Alfred Byrne as to why 
a contract for 50,000 yards of green serge had 
been given to a firm ontside the Saorstat, said 
that it would not be to the advantage of Irish 
competitors to state the reason why. The 
60.000 yards was only portion of a total of 
125,000 yards, the remainder which had been 
taken from firms within the Free State. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson asked if the firm which 
that failed to receive orders had had an equal 
opportunity of competing with those who had 
got the contracts.

ENGLAND 


The Agricultural Committee of the House 
of Commons, after consulting the various 
societies in Ggeat Britain interested in stock 
breeding, passed unanimously the followin 
resolution :—'' That this Committee wou!

change of pedigree stock between the United 
Kingdom and the Dominions, but cannot 
assent to the admission to this country of 
non-pedigree stock capable of breeding.

It will; no doubt, be possible for the 
amalgamated undertaking to make satisfactory 
working arrangements with the Great 
Northern Railway Company until such time 
as the removal of existing difficulties will 
permit of the complete unification of the Irish 
railway system.

It must also be assumed that 
the directorate of the amalgamated under- 
taking will endeavour to promote harmonious 
relations in the working of the system by 
formulating a schemo embodying reasonable 
rates of pay for the workers, satisfactory 
conditions of service, and suitable provisions 
for the settlement of differences. 

The fact that the directors of the Irish 
railways, notwithstanding their pre-occupation 
with the serious issues arising out of the 
recent campaign of destruction, have found 
time for the consideration of constructive 
proposals augurs well for the part which the 
railways will play in the development of the 
country’s resources on the resumption of 
normal aille, That. day is now so near

RABBIT SECTION. 
EXHIBITION OF FUR COATS AND 
MUFFS, 

The Rabbit Section attracted large num. 
bers of visitors, and soon after noon the 
Governor General, with members of his staff, 
examined the exhibits with obvious interest. 

The most attractive side of this section was 
the display of dressed furs or pelts—a remark- 
able exhibition of fur coats, stoles, muffs and 
other articles manufactured from rabbit pee: 
This industry is interesting and profitable. 

Mr. J. R. Rowlands, who IE this 
section, had a difficult task. He described 
the show as “a good one,” and said that 
he was quite catished. He had judged some 
of the best shows in England during the last 
few years, and the winners in Dublin would 
compare very favourably with any he had 
seen, The beverens and -chinchiflas were par- 
ticularly good. The leaders of their classes 
would hold their own with some of the best 
in the United Kingdom. 

As regards the pelt or furs, Mr. Rowlands 
said that they were beautifully got up. “ The 
winning fur in the Beveren Section is almost 
ideal and an article which” any lady would 
he proud to wear when made = 
manufacturers of this article were Messrs. H.

DEPARTMENT OF 
AGRICULTURE, 


EDUCATIONAL SECTION, 

The Department of Agriculture and Tech- 
nical Instruction has a display of educational 
exhibits in the Industrial Hall, illustrating 
almost every phase of the Irish farming in- 
dustry. 

The grading; packing, and marketing of 
farm produce was demonstrated by experts. 
There were sections devoted to forestry and 
horticukture, the latter including specimens 
of flowering trees. shrubs, and climbing 
plants, while the former displayed samples 
of trees suitable for cultivation in Trish soil. 

In the poultry section were specimens. of 
poultry houses, and exhibits illustrating the 
best. conditions for the hatching and fearing, 
of chickens and ducklings. An enclosure 
suited for city requirementse—fully stocked 
and equipped+-was a spécial feature. 

Other exhibits dealt with pedigree breed- 
ing, profitable egg production, and sex-linked 
inheritance methods of determining the sex of 
newly-hatched chickens. 

The food and feeding-stuffs section directed 
attention*to the: most economical methods for 
rearing calves, pigs, and dairy cows. Charts 
showed the chemical composition and value of 
the various feeding stuffs. 

In the dairying section the importance of 
cleanliness and the maintenance of a low tem- 
peratare in the handling of milk were empha- 
sised, and attention was paid to methods for 
testing milk for dirt, acidity, and butter fat, 
and ascertaining the amount of moisture in 
butter. Included in the section was a fully- 
equipped farm dairy, showing the advantages 
of modern methods. 

A section of much interest was that dealing 
with the tobacco indastry. Samples of leaf 
tobaece grown in Ireland, as compared with 
competing foreign ieaf, were shown in the 
unmanufactured state, while the finished 
urticle from Irish leaf was also on view. A 
map showed the areas where tobacco has been 
cultivated since the initia! experiments in 
1904. 

A large variety of grass and forage crops 
were exhibited, and a selection of seeds. 

In the Dairy Pavilion there were demon: 
strations of the grading and ing of eggs. 
Competitions in  butter-makmg for prizes 
awarded by the Department were also con- 
ducted.

AMENDMENTS TO THE

In the Northern House of Commons, the 
Minister of Finance (the Right Hon. H.. M. 
Pollock), in Committee, moved a money reso- 
lution dealing with education, the object of 
which, he said, was. to give effect to a new 
clause in the Education Bill, which would 
group all the matters for which sanction would 
be required for Parliamentary grants, 

The resolution was adopted. . 

APPOINTING THE TEACHERS. 

Dr. Morrison moved the insertion of A clause 
to the effect that the power of appointing 
teachers and of management in provided 
schools should be exercised by a committee 
cogsisting of three members é from the 
parents of children attending the schooi and. 
three other members. In the transferred 
schools the committee should consist of two 
members chosen from parents of children at- 
tending the schools, two nominated -by the 
manager or other persons having the contro! 
of- the school previous to ite transfer, and two 
other members; these committees’ to be con- 
stituted by the education authority, subject to 
approval of the Ministry. In the appoint- 
ment of teachers these committees shall send 
up to the Ministry a list of candidates, with 
any observations that they may have to make, 
and shal] make the final selections from a list 
of not more than four eligible teachers chosen 
by the Ministry from the list supplied. 

Dr. Morrison said that he viewed more or 

with alarm the Government’s revolu- 
tionary edure of the appointment of 
teachers, and they should go very carefully 
in making such a revolutionary change. The 
amendment would get rid of any defects of 
the old system. Why were the Government 
needlessly rushing into a revolutionary plan 
that rub a ore le of the community against 
the grain’ (No, no.) It was an unwise 
licy for the Government to pursue. 
fe found in his district, which was Pro- 
testant, the local people very jealous as to 
the conduct of their schools, and how much 
more so would it be if they put the whole 
matter in the hands of.a regional committee 
representing an area of forty thousand people. 
Undér regional committees they would have 
this pass in Ulster: that Roman Catholic 
schools would not be transférred, and if'they 
were not transferred they would have in 
some Roman Catholic districts in Ulster 
schools run by a regional committee, who 
would have the appointment of teachers to 
Protestant achools. That was what the 
Roman Catholics wanted, but what the Pro- 
testants wonld not have, and he submitted 
that it would be a grossly unfair state of 
affairs. 

FEAR OF DENOMINATIONALISM, 

Mr. Miller supported the amendment. He 
said that the clause would tend to the result 
that members of parflculer denominations 
would be returned to County and District 
Councils with the object of appointing 
teachers. It would bring into Ulster: what 
they hoped was done away with—denomina- 
tionalism. Presbyterians would be up againat 
High Churchmen, with the result that Sinn 
Feiners would get in. Next year or the year 
after they would have an election for that 
Parliament, and did they think that the de- 
nominationalism that would have been en- 
gendered at ‘the elections to get teachers in 
was going to die down? 

Sir Robert Anderson said that -he thought, 
that the amendment, if: accepted, would cut 
across one of the main principles of the bill— 
democratic contro). He had always held that 
teachers should be appointed on the grounds 
of educational efficiency and good moral 
character. 

PARLIAMENTARY SECRETARY'S REPLY 

Mr. M‘Keown; Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry- of Educetion, said that the Go- 
vernmment felt’ bound to oppose the amend- 
ment, because It would do away with what 
they considered was a very fundamental part 
of the bill. They wére not satisfied that the 
manageral system had been the best for the 
country. They were not entitled to take it 
for granted that the people of this country 
would not loyally and faithfully try to carry 
out the provisions of the Act, but, on the 
contrary, they were inclined to believe that 
the community would carry out its provisions. 
It was stated that the Roman Catholic schools 
would not be transferred, but the Govern- 
ment was not prepared to accept that. They 
believed that in all probability a considerable 
number of these schools would be transferred, 
and provisions were made in the bill so that 
schools of this kind can be transferred on 
reasonable and just terms. It had also been 
implied that there would not be a transfer of 
Protestant schools owing to this particular 
clause, but the Ministry neither contemplated 
nor desived to set up a system in which 
there would. be private denominational 
management at the public expense. If schools 
were to be transferred it should be done in 
the proper spirit, and without retaining pro- 
visions that would make them practically 
voluntary schools. The Government had no 
reason to think that a Roman Catholic 
majority on a regional committee would act 
in a dictatorial manney, but if anything of the 
kind were attempted the final power remained 
with the Ministry, which had very wide 
powers, 

MINISTERS’ DESIRE. 

Lord Londonderry, Minister of Education, 
said that they were all one in the desire to 
make the bill a better measure, but he was 
looking at the matter from a wider point of 
view. The amendment interfered with a 
cardinal point of the bill, and if the Govern- 
ment gave way it would mean the retention of 
the manageria] system, which they were 
anxious to alter by the bill. They owed a 
great deal to the managers for what they had 
done in the past, but in carrying out a de- 
parture from a centralised to an essentially 
democratic system the managerial system must 
disappear. He regretted that there was any 
mistrust of the proposed Regional Committees. 
They were beginning in a bad way if they told 
the Regional Committees that they mistrusted 
them. 

Dr. Morrison said that the House was not 
conscious of the danger to the prosperity and 
the peace and harmony of Ulster by the bill. 
There was considerable opposition developing 
to proposals in the bill, if not to the bill itself. 
His amendment he put forward after con- 
sultation with the head of the education 
authority of the Presbyterian Church in 
Ulster. Instead of going slowly and gently, 
they were taking a plunge which might be 
successful, but in which he saw great danger. 
He paid a tribute to the sincerity of Lord 
Londonderry. in his endeavour to evolve a 
satisfactory system, but he (Dr. Morrison) 
had considerable experience in educational 
management, In this matter his diagnosis of 
the pulse of Ulster was more correct than that 
of the Minister of Education. 

The amendment was preased and defeated, 
those voting for being, Dr. Morrison, Mr. 
Crawford, and Mr. Mills. 

An amendment, proposed by Dr. Morrison, 
that at any inquiry into the dismissal of a 
teacher the teacher should he represented, 
was, after considerable discussion, declared 
carried, 

Lord Londonderry eed to insert in the 
bill words: which would meet the spirit of an 
amendment, providing that in the case of 
unjust dismissal of a teacher the latter might 
be paid a salary for a period not exceeding 
twelve months.

had the effect of crippling and rendering in- 
operative for the time being the conspiracy 
in Ireland. Its effect was to scotch the 
snake, although not finally to kill it, With- 
out desiring for a moment to go behind the 
decision of the Court of Appeal, everybody 
would desire that the Government should, if 
need be, keep special powers to be exercised 
in, this country if; and when, it was shown 
that they were required. 

Viscount Grey said he would support a 
bill which merely indemnified ‘the Home 
Secretary for this particular.act.

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RITUALISM. 


DENOUNCED AT MEETING OF 
IRISH CHURCHMEN. 


A meeting of Irish Churchmen was held in 
the Y¥.M.C.A. Hall, Lower Abbey street, 
Dublin, yesterday evening to inaugurate a 
braneh of the Church Association, Su Robert 
Kennedy, K.C.M.G., presided, | 

The Chairman said that they were assembled 
to form a branch of the Church Association in 
Ireland and to hear an address from Captain 
Barron, who was secretary of the Association 
in England, and incidentally one of the most 

owertal defenders of the great. cause of the 
éformation. He (the chairman) would give 
them the meaning of Ritualism in one sentence 
taken from the Church Timea:— Let it be 
understood that every Church school in the 
country ís a place of training for uhceasing 
war against Protestantism, and the destruction 
of Protestantism is to be insisted on just as 
one would insist on sanitary laws in face of the 
advance of cholera.” 

Continuing, the Chairman said that he had 
heard of clergymen of the Church of England 
holding double Orders, officiating as clergymen 
of the Church of England and at the same 
time receiving the Orders of the Church of 
Rome. It was base treachery to masquerade 
as legitimate clergy of the Church of Eng- 
land while at the same time trying to bring 
the Church of England into union with Rome. 
The origin of this Ritualistic movement was in 
Oxford, and its leaders were Newman, after- 
wards Cardinal Newman; Faber, afterwards 
Father Faber, and the Rev. Wiliam George 
Ward. Those who subscribed to their methods 
and doctrines were deliberately deceiving the 
people and glorying in their deception. 

Captain Barron, in the course of his address, 
said that what the chairman had told them 
might seem far-fetched, but it was in no way 
an exaggeration of fact, and "what hed hap- 
ma in England might well happen in 
reland. 

This thing had not come about by accident, 
but by pure design, and its object was to 
capture the Church of England, in England 
and in Ireland, for the Church of Rome. 
Every clergyman in the Church of England 
was bound by his vow, but to-day there were 
thousands and thousands in England unable 
to exercise their religion because of the ritual 
going on. 

In a large number of churches they had 
the Mass, Requiem Mass Benediction, Exposi- 
tion, Adoration, and Confession, and all this 
in spite of the laws of the Church of England 
and in spite of the Reformation sentiment. 
Some Bishops had not only ordained, licensed, 
instituted, or promoted these practices, but 
even allowed diocesan funds to be applied to 
ritualistic purposes. 

The Church was not the exclusive right of 
the clergyman; it was an assembly of faithful 
ge made up of the laity ministered to 

ry the clergy. They naturally resented the offi- 
ciousness of the Bishops in shielding from the 
operations of the law of the Church of Eng- 
land those who were breaking it in spite of 
their ordination vows. 

Captain Barron then traced the growth of 
ritualism and its activities in England, parti- 
cularly in London. He mentioned the names 
of those responsible for its spread, and re- 
ferred to the Bishop of London; who was 
coming to Dublin, he said, for “a quiet day.”’ 
(Laughter.) He assured his hearers that 
ritualism was not going to confine itself to 
England, ritualists should be shown that 
Protestantism was not an extinct force either 
in England or in Ireland. (Applause.) 
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THE PRAYER BOOK IN IRISH. 


The following is the text of the petition 
which was presented to the Genera! Synod in 


Book of Common Prayer in Irish :— 

We, the undersigned Irish-speaking mem- 
bers of the Church of Ireland, respéctfully 
pray the General Synod of the Church of Ire- 
and to take the necessary steps for the re 
vision and publication of the Book of Common 
Prayer in Irish. The last Irish edition of the 
Prayer Book was published in 1861 and has 
long been out of print. At present no copies 
can be obtained, except occasional copies at 
second-hand, The Prayer Book in Irish has 
never been brought into conformity with our 
présent Prayer Book in English, as revised 
from time to time since disestablishment. 
Your petitioners wish to bring to your notice 
the need of those who worship at the Irish 
Services for a standard Prayer Book in Irish, 
which need, they believe, will be increasingly 
felt as time goes on. 

In addition, the children of our Church in 
the primary schools are rapidly acquiring a 
knowledge of Irish; and your petitioners sub- 
mit that, in addition to their receiving ordi- 
nary instruction in the language, it should be 
possible for them to be taught their prayers in 
the national tongue. Canon 356 directs that 
the Churchwardens and Select Vestry ‘‘where 
the whole or any part of Divine Service is 
conducted in Irish (they) shall also provide 
the said books in the Irish tongue.” his 
cannot be done at present as regards the 
Prayer Book. 

Your petitioners desire to direct your at- 
tention to Article 4 of the Constitution of the 
Irish Free State, by which the Irish language 
is constituted the national language, and they 
humbly submit that the Prayer Book in the 
national tongue of the Church of Ireland as a 
National Charch should be revised where 
necessary and re-issued. Your petitioners are 
ready to use their best efforts to assist in pro- 
viding for the expense of such revision and 
publication. 

In conclusion your petitioners pray that all 
your deliberations may be “cum sLóine VDE 
agur onóra na h-éineann (for the glory of God 
and the honour of Iréjand).”

MONEY SPENT IN DRINK. 

At Marylebone Police Court vesterday, 
son of titled Irish people, who was stated to 
have been employed a house parlourman 
and porter, was sentenced to three months’ 
imprisonment on a charge of theft The 
accused was Richard Valentine Carroll, a 
frail-looking young man, and he pleaded guilty 
to stealing £149 Ss.

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OBJECTION TO DISMISSALS. 

The strike of drapery assistants in the em- 
ployment of Messrs. Kellett and Co., South 
(jreat George’s street, Dublin, as a protest 
against the dismissal of eight employes now 
affects only half of the staff, and there has 
heen no Mceasity to close the premises. So 
far, however, there has been no indication of 
an immediate settlement of the dispute, and 
negotiations between the Merchant Drapers’ 
Association and the Irish Union of Distribu- 
tive Workers and Clerks have not yet been 
opened, 

The strikers resorted to picketing yester- 
day, but did not interfere with the employés 
who returned to work. The latter number 66, 
and represent, the company state, more than 
half the total staff; but, on the other hand, 
the workers’ organisation assert tliat 70 
assistants are on strike. A pamphlet issued 
by the Distributive Workers’ Union alleges 
that the strikers are “ fighting to prevent the 
victimisation of eight comrades.” 

Messrs. Kellett and Company deny victim- 
isation. The union alse stated that the girls 
dismissed were the principal union representa- 
tives on their staff, but members af the firm, 
when interviewed: by an JrishJ'imes reporter, 
declared that the employés’ positions in this 
connection were not taken into consideration. 

A slump in trade led to the dismissals, the 
reporter waa told. 

Messre. Kellett and Company 
that the union had been told that if and 
whenever trade improved sufficiently they 
“were willing to re-engage any or ail of th

Early yesterday morning a serious outbreak 
of fire occurred in the farm premises of Mr. 
C. M‘Crossan, near Newtownstewart, Co. 
Tyrone. Seventeen head of cattle were burned 
to death and the out-offices were entirely de- 
stroyed. No damage was done to the dwelling- 
house. 

The -fire was first discovered by “B”’ Speciale, 
who reached the scene barely in time to save 
three: horses, and who gave the alarm to Mr. 
M‘Crossan and his family. The origin of the 
fire is unexplained. It ia andetstood that the 


damage is not covered by insurance.
